General Strike Likely to be 


> Ordered at Once—News 


of the Strikes, 


Denver, Col., May 14.—The Citi- 


tens' alliance committee has decided 
to adhere to its original proposition 
tor the creation of one general arbi- 
tration board to which all disputes 
shall be referred. 
The proposal of 


the labor unions' -executive commit- 
tee to refer each difference to a com- 
mittee of the employers and em- 
ployes directly interested for arbi- 
tration was rejected, and a resolu- 
tion was adopted declaring that plan 


i 
to 
be "unreasonable, 
unnecessary 


and unduly cumbersome." 


.Unless the labor committe recedes 


from the position heretofore taken, 
a general strike will be ordered with- 
in twenty-four hours. 


Wo change in the strike situation 


,had taken place this morning. The 
number of union men now on strike 
is 2,490, the majority being butchers 
and meat cutters, cooks, waiters and 
bakers. 
Thousands 
of people are 


very much inconvenienced 
by the 


closing of restaurants, bakeries and 


' butcher 
shops. 
If an arbitration 


agreement is not effected today a 
general strike, involving 15,000 to 
16,000 union men, probably 
will 


follow. 
Of ninety-eight 
affiliated 


unions in the city nine have already 
gone on strike, twelve 
have em- 


powered special' committees to call 
them out, and the remainder 
will 


meet within • twenty-four hours to 
discuss the question of striking. The 
trouble originated in the refusal of 
employers,»who organized the Citi- 
zens' allance, ,to sign-contracts with 
the unions. 


.i—-The-general committee-of- the alli- 


ance met at 10 o'clock today to act 
upon the arbitration proposal sub- 
mitted by the executive committee 
of the unions, which is as follows: 


"That arbitration committees of 


five, be chosen from the employers 
and employes directly concerned, 
these 
committees to

eleventh member, and the finding of 
such arbitration committee-be final 
in all cases."

On the 
stand from which he delivered an ad- 
dress were the officers of the warships 
in San Francisco bay and vicinity 
and officers of the Grafton, flagship 
of the British Pacific squadron.

from Burning Car, 


New Haven, .Conn., May 14.—Twen- 


ty passengers, including sixteen men 
and four women, had to flee in their 
night clothing early today from a 
burning sleeping car at the union 
station. The car was near the rear 
end of the New York, 
New Haven 


and Hartford train which left New 
York at 11 o'clock last night for Bos- 
ton. When the train reached here at 
1 o'clock the sleeping car was con- 
nected with a pipe which supplies the 
cars with gas and the gas supply was 
turned on. Immediately afterward a 
slight explosion was heard, flames 
burst out and the car filled with 
smoke. The passengers, dazed with 
sleep and half blinded by the smoke, 
made a rush for the doors.

They 
declare their innocence of the crime 
and say they will be able to prove 
alibis. 


Young Ingles is a son of ex-Court 


Reporter John Ingles, one of the best 
known residents of northern Indiana, 
and a brother of Claude Ingles, chief 
clerk in the Kokomo postofflce. 
The 


other accused men are sons of promi- 
nent fanners of the neighborhood. 


ASSAULT OF INGLES. 


Several months ago young Ingles, 


who took sides with the Hemlock 
partisans in the village feud between 
Hemlock and Oakford, was murder- 
ously assaulted after calling on an 
Oakford girl and hovered on death's 
brink for many weeks. It was un- 
derstood that Ingles accused Yeager, 
the man slain last Sunday night, 
of waylaying him. No arrests were 
made and when lugles recovered the 
matter was dropped. Three men an- 
swering the description of the sus- 
pects were in Kokomo Sunday even- 
ing, two hours prior to the killing, 
and had bottles of whisky with them. 
They talked and acted suspiciously, 
attracting much attention by reck- 
less conduct. The theory of Coroner 
Harrison and Sheriif Stanbro is that 
Yeager was pulled from the buggy 
and murdered and the body replaced 
in the vehicle. 


OUTBEEAK IS FEARED. 


Feeling in 
the 
neighborhood of 


Oakford and Hemlock is intense and 
the authorities are preparing to close- 
ly guard ttotr prisoners. The theory 
that Sutton and Yeager were slain by 
highwaymen is gaining more cred- 
ence. But it is believed the murder- 
ers were feudists and highwaymen at 
the same time. Incensed by the many 
recent outrages- and robberies in the 
south part of the county, the resi- 
dents of that neighborhood are eager 
that the marauders 
be brought to 


justice. On the theory that the mur- 
derers sought to cover the crime of 
robbery by posing as feudists with 
a grievance the slayers of Sutton and 
Yeager had the sympathy of many 
persons who clung to the belief that 
the two young men committed sui- 
cide. 
\ 


ROBBERIES AND HOLDUP^- 
Circumstantial evidence is no\v de- 


veloping that fixes upon the murder- 
ers many of the robberies and holdups 
that have been rife in the Hemlock 
and Oakford neighborhoods and the 
hands of those who were recently 
stanch supporters' of the accused men 
have now turned against them. The 
feeling that they have been victim- 
ized has caused a faction of the Hem- 
lock partisans 
to call a truce and 


over the dead body of Louis Yeager 
yesterday the first steps were taken 
toward a compromise that may end 
a bitter feud of long standing. 
In- 


vestigation strengthens the theory of 
murder. It has been established be- 
yond a reasonable doubt that Francis 
Sutton was slain by murderers. The 
revolver he carried the night he met 
death was borrowed from a neighbor. 
Sutton had been attacked by a vic- 
ious dog and he borrowed the weapon 
for protection. When his dead body 
was found but one chamber of the re- 
volver was empty.
